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Location. 


The  University  of  Kansas  is  located  in  the  City  of  Law- 
rence, in  the  midst  of  a  rich  and  beautiful  country,  and  is  of 
convenient  access  by  railroad.  The  University  building  is  one 
of  the  finest  structures  in  the  State.  It  has  three  stories,  with 
wide  halls,  and  high,  airy  rooms.  The  rooms  are  well  finished, 
and  furnished  with  the  most  approved  apparatus  of  the  class 
room.  Neatness,  taste  and  comfort  characterize  everything 
about  the  premises.  The  building  stands  on  a  commanding 
eminence,  overlooking  the  city  of  Lawrence,  the  Kansas 
river  for  about  fifteen  miles,  and  the  hundreds  of  farms  which 
dot  the  adjoining  country. 


Courses  of    Instruction 


I.  Preparatory  Course. 

This  course,  embracing  three  years,  has  been  organized  to 
supply  the  existing  want  of  suitable   Preparatory   Schools  in 

I  the  State,  and  therefore  will  not  be  made  a  permanent  feature 
of  the  University.     Pupils  well  advanced  in  the  branches  of 

I  a  common  school  education,  may,  by  close  application,  complete 
this  course  in  two  v^ars. 
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II.  Classical  Course. 

This  has  been  arranged  to  meet  the  ordinary  requirements 
of  a  thorough  Collegiate  Course,    and  is  commensurate  with 
that  pursued   in    the  best  colleges   of  the  country.     Young 
ladies  taking  this  course  are  permitted  to  substitute  the  French  i 
or  German  for  the  Greek. 

III.  Scientific  Course. 

This  runs  parallel  with  the  Classical   Course,  extends  over 
the  same  number  of  years,  and  has  the  same  number  of  classes, 
with  the  same  designations.     It  embraces   instruction  in  the  | 
French  and  German  languages,  and  substitutes  a  wider  range  \ 
of  Mathematics,  History  and  Natural  Sciences  for  the  Greek  j 
and  Latin. 

IV.  Optional  Courses. 

Students  who  have  in  view  particular  branches,  as  connected  j 
immediately  with  their  pursuits  in  life,  and  who  do  not  aim  at  i 
general  literary  or  scientific  study,  are  admitted  to  optional  I 
courses,  and  are  permitted  to  take  such  studies  as  they  can  j 
advantageously  pursue. 

V.   Teachers'  Normal  Course. 

For  the  benefit  of  such  students  as  may  design  to  pursue 
the  profession  of  teaching,  a  Teachers'  Class  will  be  organized 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term,  in  which  instruction  will  be 
given  in  the  Theory  and  Art  of  teaching. 
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Requirements  for  Admission. 


1 .    Preparatory    Course. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  this  course  should  be  over 
twelve  years  of  age,  and  must  pass  an  examination  in  the 
following  studies  :  Orthography,  Penmanship,  Reading,  Men- 
tal Arithmetic,  Elements  of  Geography,  Written  Arithmetic 
to  Interest. 

II.    Collegiate  Classical  Course. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  this  course  will  be  examined  in 
the  following  studies :  Caesar,  four  books  ;  Virgil's  ^ffrieid, 
six  books  ;  Cicero's  Select  Orations  ;  Arnold's  Prose  Compo- 
sition, to  the  Passive  Voice  ;  Crosby's  Greek  Lessons  ; 
Xenophon's  Anabasis,  three  books  ;  Arithmetic ;  Geography ; 
English  Grammar ;  Algebra  to  Quadratic  Equations ;  Geometry, 
four  books. 

III.    Collegiate  Scientific  Course. 

Students  wishing  to  enter  this  course  will  be  examined  in 
the  following  studies  :  Arithmetic,  Elementary  Algebra, 
Geometry,  four  books  ;  Grammar,  Geography,  History  of 
the  United  States,  .Natural  Philosophy,  Physiology,  Ele- 
mentary Botany.

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Degrees 


The  degree  of  "Bachelor  of  Arts"  is  conferred  upon 
students  who  complete  the  Classical  Course,  and  pass  the 
examination  in  the  same. 

The  degree  of  "  Bachelor  of  Science"  is  conferred  upon 
students  who  complete  the  Scientific  Course. 

Graduates  of  three  years  standing,  wrho  during  that  time 
have  been  engaged  in  professional,  literary  or  scientific  studies, 
may  receive  the  degree  of  "  Master  of  Arts." 


Expenses 


By  the  munificence  of  the  State,  tuition  in  the  University 
has  been  made  free  in  all  its  departments.  No  charges  are 
made,  except  an  annual  contingent  fee  of  §10.  Orphans  of 
soldiers,  and  of  those  killed  in  Quantrell's  raid,  are  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  the  contingent  fee. 

Board  in  private  families  may  be  had  for  four  dollars 
per  week. 

By  uniting  in  clubs,  and  boarding  themselves,  students  may 
reduce  their  expenses  one  half. 
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Lectures. 


A  course  of  lectures  is  delivered  each  year  before  the 
students,  upon  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  the  Laws  of  Health, 
the  object  of  which  is  to  teach  the  conditions  essential  to  the 
healthy  performance  of  all  the  functions  of  the  body,  and  the 
manner  in  which  various  disturbing  causes  act  in  producing 
disease. 

Lectures  are  also  delivered  by  the  several  Professors,  from 
time  to  time,  upon  subjects  connected  with  their  respective 
Departments. 


Library. 


The  nucleus  of  a  library  has  been  secured,  to  which  additions 
will  be  made.  At  present  the  students  are  permitted  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  private  libraries  of  the  Faculty-

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Cabinets 


The  Geological,  Mineralogical,  and  Zoological  Cabinets 
contain  a  valuable  collection  of  specimens,  illustrative  of  these 
Departments  of  Natural  Science. 

The  friends  of  the  University  are  invited  to  send  to  these 
Cabinets  such  specimens  as  may  add  to  their  completeness 
and  value. 


Literary  Society. 


A  large  and  well  conducted  Literary  Society  with  a 
membership  of  over  forty  young  ladies  and  gentlemen,  holds 
weekly  meetings,  on  Friday  evenings,  in  the  University 
Chapel,  and  furnishes  ample  facilities  for  improvement  in 
composition,  public  speaking  and  parliamentary  usage. 


Declamation,  Essays,  &c 


Declamations,  Essays  and  Select  Readings  from  the  English 
Classics,  with  sketches  of  authors,  alternately,  are  required 
every  week. 
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Devotional  Exercises, 


These  are  conducted  each  morning  in  the  chapel  by  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  in  turn.  Attendance  is  required 
of  all  students. 


Discipline, 


Students  are  required  to  be   in  their  places   at  all   stated  : 
exercises,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  their  connection 
with  the  University. 

The  observance  of  regular  hours  of  study  and  recreation  is 
enjoined. 

A  daily  record  of  attendance,  scholarship  and  deportment 
is  kept,  and  copies  of  the  same  are  furnished  to  parents  or 
guardians  on  application. 

Students  must  be  prompt  in  attendance  at  the   opening   of  j 
the  term,  and  continue  to  the  end  of  the  same,  and  must  not 
absent   themselves   from   town   without   permission   from  the 
President. 

Students  must  present  satisfactory  excuses  for  every  absence 
from  any  class  or  duty,  before  they  will  be  permitted  to  resume 
their  places  in  the  college. 

Excuses  from  class  recitations  must,  in  all  cases,  be  rendered 
to  the  Professor  from  whose  class  the  absence  occurred,  and 
shall  by  him  be  reported  to  the  Faculty  for  record. 

Any  pupil  receiving  ten  marks  for  absence  without  good 
excuse,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  University.

I.  ACT  OF  CONGRESS. 

By  act  of  Congress  it  was  ordered  : 

"  That  seventy-two  sections  of  land  shall  be  set  apart  and 
reserved  for  the  use  and  support  of  a  State  University,  to  be 
selected  by  the  Governor  of  said  State,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  to  be 
appropriated  and  applied  in  such  a  manner  as  the  Legislature 
of  said  State  may  prescribe  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but 
for  no  other  purpose."     Approved  January  29,  1861. 

II.  CONSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION. 

Section  7.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the 
establishment  at  some  eligible  and  central  point,  of  a  State 
University  for  the  promotion  of  Literature  and  the  Arts  and 
Sciences,  including  a  Normal  and  Agricultural  Department. 
All  funds  arising  from  the  sale  and  rents  of  lands  granted  by 
the  United  States  to  the  State  for  the  support  of  a  State  | 
University,  and  all  other  grants,  donations  or  bequests,  either 
by  the  State  or  by  individuals  for  such  purposes,  shall  remain 
a  pertetual  fund,  to  be  called  the  -'University  Fund,"  the 
interest  of  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  a 
State  University. 

Sec.  8.  No  religious  sect  or  sects  shall  ever  control  any 
part  of  the  Common  School  or  University  Funds  of  the  State. 

III.  UNIVERSITY    CHARTER. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  this  State,  at  or 
near  the  city  of  Lawrence,  in  the  county  of  Douglas,  on  the 
grounds  secured  for  that  purpose,  pursuant  to  the  act  entitled 
"  An  act  to  locate  the  State  University,"  passed  February 
20,  1863,  an  institution  of  learning,  under  the  name  of  the 
University  of  Kansas. 
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Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  University  shall  be  to  provide 
the  inhabitants  of  this  State  with  the  means  of  acquiring  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  various  branches  of  Literature, 
Science  and  the  Arts. 

Sec.  3.  The  government  of  the  University  shall  vest  in  a 
Board  of  Regents,  to  consist  of  a  President  and  twelve 
members,  who  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Secretary 
of  State  shall  also,  during  their  respective  terms  of  office,  be 
ex-officio  members  of  said  Board.  A  majority  of  the  Board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  4.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  two-thirds  of  the  Senators 
concurring  therein,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively, 
except  those  appointed  to  the  first  Board,  for  the  term  of  six 
years  from  the  first  Monday  of  September  succeeding  their 
appointment,  and  until  the  appointment  of  a  successor  : 
Provided,  That  not  more  than  three  of  the  Regents  to  be 
appointed  shall  be  members  of  the  same  religious  denomination. 
Immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  to  appoint  the  members  of  the  first  Board  of 
Regents,  four  of  whom  he  shall  appoint  for  two,  four  for  four, 
and  four  for  six  years,  from  the  first  day  of  September  next  ; 
and  every  second  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  there 
shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  for  the  term  of  six- years,  four 
members  of  said  Board,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence 
on  th?  first  day  of  September  after  their  appointment. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  Regents  of  the  University,  from  any  cause  whatever,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  fill  such  office  by  appoint- 
ment, and  the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  shall  continue 
in  office  until  the  close  of  the  Legislature  then  next  thereafter, 
and  until  others  are  appointed  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  6.  The  Regents  of  the  University  and  their  successors 
in  office  shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  with  the 
right,  as  such,  of  sueing  and  being  sued,  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  making  and  using  a  common  seal, 
and  altering  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  7.  The  Regents  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer 
and  a  Librarian,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  record  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and 
carefully  to  preserve  all  its  books  and  papers.     The  Treasurer 
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shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all  moneys  received 
and  paid  out  by  him,  and  shall  give  such  bonds  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  the  Regents  may 
require. 

Sec.  8.  The  Regents  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  enact  laws  for  the  government  of  the  University,  to 
elect  a  Chancellor,  who  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  or  when  absent  the  Board  appoint  a 
President  pro  tern.  They  may  also  appoint  a  requisite  number 
of  Professors  and  Tutors,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  expedient;  also  determine  the  amount  of  their  respective 
salaries. 

Sec.  10.  The  University  shall  consist  of  six  departments. 
First,  the  Department  of  Science,  Literature  and  the  Arts ; 
second,  the  Department  of  Law  ;  third,  the  Department  of 
Medicine1;  fourth,  the  Department  of  Theory  and  practice  of 
Elementary  Instruction ;  fifth,  the  Department  of  Agriculturre ; 
sixth,  the  Normal  Department.  The  immediate  government 
of  the  several  Departments  shall  be  entrusted  to  their  respec- 
tive Faculties,  but  the  Regents  shall  have  the  power  to 
regulate  the  course  of  instruction,  and  prescribe,  under  the 
advice  of  the  professor,  the  books  and  authorities  to  be 
used  in  the  several  Departments,  and  also  to  confer  such 
degrees  and  grant  such  diplomas  as  are  usually  conferred  and 
granted  by  other  Universities. 

Sec.  11.  The  Regents  shall  have  power  to  remove  any 
officer  connected  with  the  Institution,  when  in  their  judgment 
the  interests  require  it. 

Sec.  12.  The  fee  of  admission  to  the  University  shall  never 
exceed  ten  dollars,  and  .the  charge  for  tuition  in  the  first  and 
fourth  Departments  shall  never  exceed  in  one  year,  to  the 
residents  of  the  State,  thirty  dollars  ;  and  as  soon  as  the 
increase  of  the  University  Fund  will  permit,  tuition  in  those 
Departments  shall  be  without  charge  to  all  students  in  the 
same  who  are  residents  of  the  State. 

Sec.  13.  The  Regents  are  authorized  to  expend  such 
portion  of  the  income  of  the  University  Fund  and  the  fund 
now  on  hand  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the  erection  of 
suitable  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  a  library  and 
cabinet  of  natural  history  :  Provided,  That  before  they  make 
any  purchase  or  proceed  to  the  erection  of  such  buildings, 
they  shall  submit  a  plan  of  the  same  to  the  Governor  and 
Secretary  of  State,  which  shall  be  approved  by  them  :  And 
provided  further,   That  before  proceeding  to  erect  said  Uni- 
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versity  building,  or  any  part  thereof,  there  shall  be  on  hand 
and  provided  for.  money  Sufficient  to  erect  and  complete  an 
entire  section  or  wing  of  said  building,  or  a  building  entire  of 
itself. 

Sec.  14.  The  Regents  shall  make  a  report  annually  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  regular  session,  exhibiting  the  state  and 
progress  of  the  University  in  its  several  departments,  the 
course  of  study,  the  number  of  professors  and  students,  the 
amount  of  expenditures,  and  such  other  information  as  they 
may  deem  proper.  Meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  in 
such  manner  as  the  Regents  may  prescribe,  and  any  seven  of 
them,  at  a  meeting  regularly  called  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time.  No  sectarian  tenets  or  opinions  shall  be  re- 
quired to  entitle  any  person  to  be  admitted  as  a  student  in 
said  ^  University,  and  no  such  tenets  or  opinions  shall  be 
required  as  a  qualification  for  any  person  as  Tutor  or  Pro- 
fessor of  said  University. 

Sec.  15.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
involving  the  State  in  any  expense  in  the  organization  of  said 
University. 

Sec.   16.   This  act  to  take   effect  on  and  after  its  passage 

Approved  March  1,  1864.
